In the *“walk-nround'’ eath dancer now
moves without holding ths hands of the
partner, Save for the touching of elbown,
nt points in the dance, thers in absolute
Independence. The concluding salutation,
which closes figura two, brings the part-
nors fuce to face, ready for the one I
wm about to explain,

This third figure requirea that the
duncers move In u complete circla, wo
that at the ¢lose each shall ba at the spot
from which the start was made. The
gount runs from “one’ to "slxteen,’ the
first four consisting of four steps taken
by each dancer on alternate feet, the next
four counts being used for o salutation
similar to the one explained In the pre~
ceding article,

Alterniute steps ars once again usad on
the third group of four counts and on the
last counts the dancers make thair second
silutation (this time on two Instead of
four counts) nfter which the partners
take two steps toward each other to con-
tinue the dance with tha fourth figure.

The lady, having fAnlahed her previous
figure, finds on the pulsation of the Arst
eount, In the music that starts the figure
wa are now considering, that she la freo
to make her first step on the right foot,
FPlacing both hands on her hips ahe starta
her firat part of the walk-around, slep-
ping fArst with the right footf, then the
left, the right agaln and on the fourth
oount the left.

Hieps exactly llka thoss of the lady are
taken by the cavaller, e using the right
foot when she uses hers, and making his
salutation with the knee of his right leg
bent and the left leg as siralght as pos-
gible, Each dancer should take steps
avernging saeven to nine Inches sach, and
be careful to ralse the foot every thms

nnil placa 1t In a atately mannar on tha
floor, touching tha ball of the slipper or
dancing pump only.

Just the slightest dip to the body on
each step (bavely enough to allow a low-
ering and ralsing of the body & fow
Inches) will add to the gracefulness of
this part of tha Ngure,

On the counts of "five'" and *‘'six" the
Indy and her cavaller swing to thelr right
and exeoute the salutation, rising again
on the “seven' and “elght" counts Into
posltion to finish the walk-around. Counts
"nine'' to “twelve” inclusive are utilized
by stepa the exact duplicates of thoss
taksn on the opening four counts of the
figure, and on “thirteen” and “fourteen*
the dancers complete thelr second salu-
tatlon which, hecause of the ahorter time
permitied for it, must be less formal and
not quite as deep,

On counts “fiftesn” and “sixtesn'” the
lady and her cavalier take two steps to-
wiard each other, the lady ralslng her
right hand so it may be grasped by har
cavuller in his right, preparatory to the
lady making a completa turn to her laft
under her own and her partner’s arms,
whlleh I will wrile about In my next ar-

The story of four Boy Beouts of Troop
23 who ware held captive for one and a
half hours In a barn by five farmers
armed with guns, out on a Darby Cresk
hike last summsr, was told at the last
meeting of the troop, It sounds like a
WIlA West tals, but Is true, being vouched
for by the other members of the troop.

The scouts—Georga Littls, Joseph
Bourne, Randolph Moors and Edward
Wood—bacame separated from the others.
They wers not In umiform, In crossing a
fleld they were halted by the flve men,
who told them they were trespassing and
ordersd them to march to a barn nearby.
The soouts thought {t was a joke until
one of the men fired at the hesls of one
of the boys who attempted to eseape. In
the barn the prisoners wers made to box
with the younger of the men and to do
other “stunts’ until thelr eaptors tired of
the amusement; then the scouts were
releaned.

Further useful work by 18-year-old Jos-
oph  Leysin, Helglan Boy Scout and
youngest chevallar of ths Order of Leo-
pold, 1s related in dispatches from north-
ern France, where he !a attached to the
Belglan army.

Loyusin, who was decorated with the
cross of tho order by King Albert himself,
ono morning captured a Uhlan single--
handed, according to the latest dispatch,
He was riding hla bloycle along the sentry
lines through a forest when he apled the
Uhlan's helmet.

"During my sarvice with the Minlater
of War," sald Leysin, I had to carry
important mesasages in all directions and
hava penetrated the enemy's lines ten
times, returning safe and sound after
sccomplishing my mission, Twlce T have
been ecaptured, but each time I managed
to escape.'’
